The finish of the race was the clos- 
est and most exciting the followers of 
the sport have ever known, the vistori- 
gous German balloon, the Pommern, 
which landed at Asbury park this 
morning, having but slightly more than 
five miles the advantage of the French 
contestant, L’Isle de France, second in 
the race, which descended during the 
afternoon at Herbertsville, N. J., a few 
miles from the Atlantic coast and 
slightly northwest of Point Pleasant. 
Another German balloon, the ‘!Dussel-

Winning Balloon tFlew SSO Miles. 
The unofficial estimated airline flight 
of the Pommern is 880 miles and that 
of the L’Isle de France is 875. The 
Dusseldorf, third, landed near Dover, 
Delaware, is estimated to have covers 
ed 700 miles. The official measure- 
ments will be computed at the geolog- 
ical survey of the United States govern- 
ment at Washington. Only the prox- 
imity of the Atlantic @cean stopped the 
wonderful flight of the Pommern.

Withstood All Day Hap. 

Another potent factor in bringing 
about a better feeling ang the undoubt-

proved confidence was the ability of the 
Trust Company of Amertca to withstand 
an all-day run, as it successfully did. 
In the face of enormous withdrawals, 
the officials-of the bank proclaimed their 
readiness to settle with all depositors 
on demand. Even for a few minutes 
after the regular hours of closing the 
company continued to pay out money at 
its main office in Wall street and the 
Broadway branch and certify all checks 
presented. Then it was announced that 
the institution would be open as usual 
at 10:30 o'clock tomorrow morning, pre-

ranging from $1,000,000 to $5,000, -

Pittsburg, October 23.—A ftilurry. in 
local financial circles caused by the 
embrassment of four concerns of the 
Westinghouse interests was quickly 
ended here today by the prompt action 
of the Pittsburg clearing house asso- 
ciation and the Pittsburg stock ex- 
change. 

Tonight the Westinghouse 


and Manufacturing Company, the West- 
inghouse Machine Company and the Se- 
curity Investment Company, a holding 
cempany for the Westinghouse inter- 
ests are in the hands of feceivers ap- 
pointed by Judge Ewing, of the United 
States circuit court.

Company, will be turned over to receiv- 


‘New York, October 23.—The crisis in 
New York financial circles was safely 
passed tonight. After prolonged con- 
ferences at J. P. Morgan’s office an or- 
Sanization of the presidents of New 
York trust companies was affected, not 
different in principle from the clearing 
house association. It was in the na- 
ture of a protective combination. All 
of the leading and admitteedly conserv- 
ative trust companies participated. John 
A. Stewart, chairman of the board of 
the United States Trust Company, pre- 
Sided, and was elected chairman of a 
committee whose duties are to be anala- 
gous to those of the clearing house com- 
mittee. A resolution unanimously a’dopt- 
ed provided for an examination of the 
various trust companies and a report 
of their funds-and recommendations to 


made 
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Wins Dirigible Airship 
Race. 

Sailing to windward and return over 
a course measuring | 1-2 miles from 
Start to finish, Lincoln Beachey, of To- 
ledo, Ohio, today won the dirigible bal- 
loon or airship race, which marked thé 
close of the St. Louis aeronautic carni- 
val of 1907. The prize was $2,000. In 
his “‘Beachey airship,” a cigar-shaped 
affair, propelled by a four-cylinder gaso- 
line motor, the winner covered the dis- 
tance in four minutes and forty seconds. 

Jack Dallas, in the “Strobel airship,” 
a sister craft to the Beachey, won seC- 
omg? place, with a time record of six 
minutes and ten seconds, while Captain 


Morgan & Co. made a thorough review

Tried to Start Run. 

The depositors in the Dollar Savings 
bank in the Bronx, of which borough 
President John -Haffen is the head, be- 
came uneasy over the general situation. 
and many clamored for their money to- 
day under the impression that their de- 
were in jeopardy. These depos- 
iters were chiefly foreigners who had 
confused the run of yesterday on the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company’s Bronx 
branch with their own institution. Offf- 
cials of the latter institutions explained 
inatters and the run for which there wag 
absolutely no excuse, ended at once. 
This flurry over, things looked stiil bet- 
ter as the uniformeg element among 
depositors was regarded as hard to con- 
trol in times of general excitement. 

The clearing house report was also fa- 
vorable today. Apparently the national 
banks have passed the crisis and those 
which have required assistance gave 
evidence today of being able to take 
care of themselves. 

Another favorable development today 
was a sort of tacit understanding be- 
tween the banks and the members of the 
stock exchange to aid each other's banks 
by loaning money at something like 
normal rates, and the traderg by pre- 
venting the bottom dropping out of 
. prices on the exchange. Though call 
money ruled nominally at 70 per cent 
today ang the final accommodation was 
secured at 90 per cent throughout the 
day several of the biggest banks re- 
newed loans at 6 iper cent, and millions 
were let out at half the interest rate 
that might have been squeezed from des- 
perate borrowers. Then, too, minor in- 
fluences, making for confidence, were at 
work. Taken as a whole, therefore, 
the day passed much better than had 
been expected, and the promise for to- 
morrow is for a quiet and better day all 
around.

RACE TRACK MEN HARD HIT 

BY AKRNICKERBOCKER FAILURE. 


New York, October 23.—Many race 
track men were up in arms at Jamaici 
yesterday when the news was received 
that the Knickerbocker Trust Company 
hag suspended payment. In the betting 
ring there was something like a panic. 

One bookmaker, it was said, had $80.- 
000 on deposit with the trust company. 
while several others had amounts tied 
up averaging $10,000 each. Other layers 
said they had smaller amounts on de- 
posit and as a result there was a dea! 
of worry manifested. A well known 
trainer, it was said, had an account of 
$30,000 with the Knickerbocker, while 
others were in the same boat, but for less 
sums. Some of the biggest betters noti- 
fied the layers that they were tempora- 
rily embarrassed and asked for time to 
make settlements. 

PENEDICT NAMED RECEIVER 
FOR MAYER & COMPANY. 

New York, October 23.—A petition in 
bankruptcy was filed in the United States 
court today against the stock exchange 
firm of Mayer & Co., which made an 
assignment yesterday with liabilities of 
$6,000,000. Ik. C. Benedict.was appoint- 
ed receiver with a bond of 6600,000. 

Upon the application of counsel for 
Mayer & Co., for whom a receiver was 
appointed today, United States Judge 
Holt issued an order restraining al! 
banks ang trust companies from in any 
way disposing of the securities of Mayer 
& Co. in which the firm or the individual 


members thereof hold an interest, until 
further order of the court. This will 
prevent the panks from selling out May- 
er & “the rule’ of the ex- 
change and force the institutions to hold 
the collateral until as the 
court may order it sold, no matie: what 
of the market be.

Government Pats Up 825,000,000. 


At the same time, and even more .im- 
portant, the. secretary of the treasury, 
having satisfied himself as to the con- 
dition of the New York banks, author- 
ized an announcement tha the had di- 
recteég that government deposits be 
placed in the banks to the extent of $25,- 
000,000 to morrow. These two measures 
are admittedly adequate for all the needs 
of the banking and trust corporations 
of New York in the present emergency. 

Secretary Cortelyou’s official state- 
ment is as follows: 

“I have said to a number of genile- 
men who called on me today that any 
Statement to the public regarding con- 
ditions here should be made with the 
utmest frankness: that depositors and 
o‘hers interested in the banks might 
realize that entire reliance might be 
placed in it. Those familiar with the 
facts have known that the situation 
was made serious largely because of the 
circulation of unfounded rumors and un- 
reasoning anxiety of many who thought 
only for the moment. 

Excitement Unnecessary 


“To pass safely through such a day as 
this one, one of the most unnecessary 
excitement as it hag been, is the best 
evidence of strength and support on the 
part of those who have undertaken the 
difficult task of reestablishing public con- 
fidence. Wherever there is weakness, 
and it has meen in but a comparatively 
few instances, strong and able men are 
rendering aid, and in behalf of the treas- 
ury department I may say that I believe 
it my ‘duty to do what 
shall do in the largest possible wav 
whatever may be necessary to afford re- 
lief.

“With the exception perhaps of dried 
beans and cheese no food material has 
such a reputation for indigestibility,” 
he says.

In discussing the present conflict of 
views between himself, Hon. Seaborn 
Wright and Hon. L. A. Dean, Judge 
Maddox reviewed the whole story of his 
election as mayor and his drafting of 
the new city charter.

with him in business matters, in the trial 
of law suits, and in political affairs. I am 
now for the first time advised that he thinks 
I have f1l will towards him. I certainly 
know no reason why I should have any feel- 
ing of unkindness toward him unless it be 
from his recent course. He has never done 
me a harm in his. life that I know of, and I 
have certainly tried to do him nene. 

As to the second, .when I was elected to 
the legislature I conceived it to be’ my duty 
to represent the people who elected me. I 
received a larger vote from the city of Rome 
than I did from the county outside the city. 
I believe that the citizens of Rome were as 
much my constituents as the people outside, 
and I certainly shall continue to act upon 
this theory. Il have never understood - that 
the mayor and council of any city are the 
legislators for that city except within the 
limits prescribed by law. The charters of the 
city are enacted by the legislators of the 
State and not by the mayors and councils. 

From the best information I am able to 
obtain, the speech made by Judge Maddox 
may be divided into six subjects. 


Loss of' Dispensary Income. 


First, he complains that the income of the 
city of Rome has been reduced $30,000 by 
the state prohibition law, under which the 
dispensary was abolished. 

I make no apology or excuse for voting in 
favor of the prohibition law. If it caused 
the loss of revenue te the city of Rome or 
any other city in the state, I am willing to 
be responsible for my share of the result. I 
Will not allow a financial consideration to 
control my actions against the welfare of hu- 
manitl Other cities of the state have suf- 
fered the same losses, but Rome’s mayor only 
is howling. 


Increase of Tax Rate. 


Second, he makes‘ complaint that Floyd's 
representatives did not secure an amendment 
to the general law of the state so as to 
authorize the cities in the state to increase 
the tax levy for ordinary current expenses 
from one-half to three-fourths of one per cent.

ure of this magnitude ought to be well con- 
sidered by any legislator who would .be held 
responsible for its results. 

If the ‘work of preparing the bill was so 
enormous as to be worth $10,000, as Judge 
*Maddox says it was, it certainly was a meas- 
ure of sufficient importance for a legislator 
to have time to consider it. A casual ex- 
amination of the bill showed such radieal 
changes that I did not feel willing to pass it 
as a whole without due consideration. 

Some of these changes it may be well to 
point out. The bill provided that the mayor's 
Salary might be increased from $500 to $1,500 
per year and the councilmen from §$100 to 
$200 per year. At the same time boards were 
being created to do the work of managing city 
affairs, and it would seem there was no 
Special necessity for an increase. It should 
be remembered that salaries had already in- 
creased from $14,000 under the Lavender ad- 
ministration to $22,500 under the present ad- 
ministration. . 

The board of education was to be remo @ l- 
ed, the members required to be freeholders, 
and were not allowed to elect relatives. to 
positions as teachers, while no such qualifi- 
cations or restrictions were thrown around 
any other department of the city government. 

The members of council were to be elected 
by wards instead of the city at large. This 
may or may not have been a Wwige provision, 
but I apprehend there may be broad dif- 
ferences of views on this question. 

‘It was provided thaivtthe mayor and council 
Should have jurisdiction for certain pur- 
poses beyond the corporate limits. This, in 
my opinion, is contrary to the policy of the 
laws of the state.

Maddox when discussing on a public occasion 
in my presence the matter of issuing bonds 
for general improvements. He stated em- 
phatically that even though the dispensary 
should be pbolished, still the city of Rome 
could meet the ordinary expenses and the 
payment of interest and sinking fund required 
under the law to protect the bonds should 
they be issued without an increase in the tax 
rate. 

Finding these objectionable provisions’ in 
the charter as prepared and presented for 
passage, and not being able in the short time 
allowed to make a careful examination, and 
not being advised of the need of such a 
Sweeping measure, I did not hesitate to con- 
sider a substitute for it. such as appeared to 
Mme sufficient to meet the necessities of. the 
city and to permit the public improvements 
that the people had voted in favor of.

This is one piece of legislation that 1 cer- 
tainly expected no criticism for, on the part 
of the people at large; but here I am being

of the people of the state. 


Fixing of Utility Prices. 


I do not believe the good people of Rome 
will ever agree that the city of Rome should 
be singled out from all the other cities in the 
State and be given the power to fix by ordi- 
nance without the right of appeal the prices 
for itself and for its own citizens, that public 
utility corporations shall charge for their ser- 
vices and their products. It is unquestionably 
unjust for a consumer or a purchaser to 
have the power alone to fix the price of any 
service or commodity. When prices cannot 
be fixed by competition they should be fixed 
by a tribunal, ' as nearly impartial as it is 
possible to obtain, and such a tribunal we 
believe we have in the railroad commission 
of Georgia. If such power is given to a 
municipal corporation it would breed corrup- 
tion in politics. Under such con itions we 
would have endcted here in Rom » Only to 
& small scale, the same fearful things that 
have transpired in San Francisco and other 
cities of the country, about which the news- 
papers and magazines are filled. We dre 
making a mistake when we criticize this 
measure instead of accepting it as other 
states are doing and are reaping the advan- 
tages secured thereunder. If such powers 
were given the city of Rome, capital would 
not seek investment here in public utilities, 

I stand upon the statement that no man in 
this state has been mote earnest and loyal 
in behalf of measures seeking the reasonable 
control of public utility corporations than I 
have been. This is no new doctrine with me. 


The remainder of Mr. Dean’s letter 
deals with the question of the deficit in 
the ordinary expenses.

SMITH WON’T SURRENDER 


President of Louisville and Nash- 
ville Declares He Will Fight 
Inti-Ratlroad Legislation to 
the End—Smith Says Comer 
Has Greatly Injured 
Alabama. 


— 


Montgomery, Ala., October 23.—(Spe- 
lal.)—That all hope of settling the dif- 
ferences between the state and the 
Ifuisville and Nashville are off was 
shown this afternoon by the issuing of 
@ letter to the public by President Mil- 
ton H. Smith, of the line mentioned, in 
which he makes plain the determination 
of his company to fight to the end. 

He calls on Governor Comer, to whom 
the letter is addressed, to cease his 
war on the railroads, revoke the call 
for an extra session of the legislature, 
which has for its avowed purpose the 
punishment of the roads Smith repre- 
Sents, and allow the questions at issue 
to be settled in the federal tribunal, to 
which the roads have appealed. 

Need of improvements in the way of 
Gouble track is pointed out, which can- 
not be made, Smith says, if it is es- 
lablished that the state can pass and 
enforce laws that are confiscatory and 
has the power to thus take private 
property without return. 

it is the idea that the state cannot 
do this that President Smith says he 
is fighting and must fight to the end. 
If this idea is defeated then capital 
will come in and feel safe, if not, Ala- 
bama cannot expect money to be spent 
in its borders that may be legislated 
away. 

Closing his letter, Mr. Smith says: 

“You have fomented a public clamor 
which you are directing and by which 
you have obtained preferment, but in 
doing so you have inflicted incalculable 
injury upon the state. I again appeal 
to you to earnestly strive to do what 
you can to quiet the apprehension and 
restore or endeavor to restore confi- 
dence so badly impaired. Permit the 
differences between the railways and 
you, as representing the state, to be 
decided by the impartial tribunal 
whiéh, under our form of government, 
has been created to adjust such con- 
tentions.”’ 

President Smith calls the agreement 
between the governor amd the Southern 
railway “illegal, ineffective and non- 


enforcable.” He says the governor “in 
execution of the agreement with the: 
Southern and allied lines you assumed 
or attempted td usurp the duties neces- 
sarily devolving upon the railroad com- 
mission, the legislature and the courts.”

| able to the bite of the insect. They are malaria, yellow fever, beri-beri, 
dengue and fila-riasis. The govern ment is eliminating the mosquito 
danger by draining swamp lands, he, said. 
The elimjnation or suppression of the mosquito is no longer a serious, 
|perplexing or expensive problem, The pest has been gotten under control 
‘in Cuba; the government has practically eliminated it at Panama, Colon 
‘and other principal points of residence on the isthmus, and even in water- 
‘soaked New Orleans a mosquito today is a comparative rarity. 
it may be urged that there is no record of disease having been spread 
‘in Atlanta through this source. How can any one assert that as a fact? It 
‘is only within the last three or four years that the mosquito was discovered 
ito be the vehicle of yellow fever. What other diseases he may bring up 
‘from his miasmatic habitat or gather on the wing in search of blood, we 
cannot know until science makes the discovery. But it is enough to know 
that the breeding place of the mosquito is so close akin to filth as to 
demand its obliteration as a sanitary and a health precution. 

Atlanta’s health board can solve this p-oblem, as has been effectually 
done in other cities and sections, if it will tate hold of it with promptness 
and determination. Plans should be made now for the work to be done in 
the spring and early summer. 5 

If the matter is taken up now with a view to getting results next year, 
there can be no question that a mosquito-bitten finaice committee wil] make 
the necessary provision for it, and it will receive the prompt approval of a 
mosquito-bitten council and mayor.

NEW RULES ARE ADOPTED 
BY CEMETERY COMMISSION 


After several weeks of arduous la- | 
bors, during which time meetings have | 
been held several nights of each week, | 
the Atlanta cemetery commission, of | 
which Colonel W. S. Thomson is chair- | 


man, has completed the rules and regu- | 


jJations which are hereafter to govern 
all municipal cemeteries in Atlanta. 
Each meeting was well attended, évery 
phase of the matter was gone into in | 
detail, and the members of the commis- | 
sion feel that they have given the city 
a body of cemetery laws which will 
prove valuable for years to come. In 
addition to Chairman Thomson _ the 
members of the commission are Dr. 
Joseph Jacobs, secretary; George S. 
Lowndes, J. A. Fischer, W. F. Manry, ' 
and Dr. Walter A. Taylor, exofficio 
member as chairman of the cemetery : 
committee of council. 

The rules prescribe the hours in 
which interments may be made, the 
permits which must be secured, and the 
charges which will be made. Rules are 
given governing disinterments and the | 
use of vaults. For the opening, closing 
and sodding of graves a charge of $5 
will be made for adults and $3.75 for 
children under 10 years of age. Where 
graves are lined with brick or cement, 
an extra charge of $25 will be made. 

Concerning the receiving vault, it is 
prescribed that no body shall be allowed 
to remain in it except by permission of 
the commission. If after due notice 
bodies are not removed they will be 
buried on the public ground. 

No grave will be opened without a's 
burial permit from the board of ‘health 
and at least five hours’ working time 
notice shall be given before the hour 
set for a funeral. Except in the ease 
of death from contagious disease, or.

Sale and Care of Lots. 


The commission will supertntepd the 
sale of lots and the right to + refuse.

All purchasers of lots must 
apply to the clerk of council and all 
transfers, must be recorded both at the 
cemetery office and with the city 
clerk. 

In future no wooden markers will 
be allowed. Specific rules are laid 
down governing the erection of monu- 
ments, markers, and corner posts. No 
fences %or enclosures of any kind will 
be allowed and no structures will be 
allowed without the consent of the 
commission. The same rule applies as 
to. all decorative work on lots, the com-
